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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-22 are allowable in view of applicant's arguments filed on June 11, 2003. The 
closest prior art in the record is McCasky Feazel et al y (US Patent No. 6 5 100,030, filed on 
January 9, 1998). This prior art either alone or in combination with the other art in the record 
does not teach or reasonably suggest a method of genotyping which comprises all of the 
limitations recited in claim 1. Although WO 00/34518 reads all limitations of claims 1-5, 8, 11, 
12, 15, 16, and 18-22, this reference is not considered as a prior art since its publication date is 
two and half months later than priority date of this instant application (March 29, 2000).
